Another week of the I.egis-

shiers isn’t an o u tfit for ser­ 
ious fishing, 
Then too, when you purchase 
a rig make sure you get the 
correct horsepower m otor. 
Don’t 
mount 
a 
50-horse­ 
power job on a 14 foot boat 
th a t is used 
solely on a 25- 
acre lake. 
And of course if fishing is 
your main concern, a 10-horse 
motor will do the job ade­ 
quately. Then both the initial 
expense 
and 
the 
operating 
cost are lees. 
When it comes to mounting 
the motor on the 
boat, the 
motor leg should be perpen­ 
dicular to the surface of the 
water. When running through 
the 
water, 
th e 
cavitation 
plate should knife cleanly. 
If the motor is m ounted so 
th a t 
the 
cav itatio n 
plate 
slants downward, h e re ’s what 
happens. When you pour on 
the power, your b o a t will dig 
a t the stem. T he bow will ride 
high. And instead of shimming 
over the w ater on plane, your 
boat will be pushing a wall 
of water. You w on’t be able 
to get speed o r a stable ride. 
If the motor is m ounted so 
the cavitation p la te slants up­ 
ward, the bow of 
the boat 
will have a ten d en cy to dig 
into the w ater. 
Again you 
have great loss of speed, Al­ 
so, the ride w ill be unstable 
and dangerous. 
So, the cav itatio n plate is 
much like th e 
stabilizer on 
an airplane. 
F o r 
a 
smooth, 
even ride the an g le of attack 
m ust be zero. 
Assuming 
you 
have 
the 
motor mounted a t th e proper 
angle, the next th in g to con­ 
sider is the propeller. 
Most 
large 
m otors 
these 
days are sold w ith o u t props. 
The dealer in stalls th e correct 
pitch and d ia m e te r for your 
boat and load. T his isn’t a 
gimmick to ru n u p the prices. 
It's just good com m on sense. 
For example, a racing wheel 
is wholly u nsuited for a fish 
ing rig. And by th e same to­ 
ken you w ouldn’t w an t a work 
prop mounted on a motor us­ 
ed for racing. 
If you own a big motor and 
use it for d iffe re n t purposes, 
it would be w ise to purchase 
two props—o r purchase one 
of 
the new 
adjustable-pitch 
props.You can use the prop 
or pitch best suited for the 
boat load 
an d 
purpose. 
In 
the long run y o u 'll realize a 
savings in th e am ount of fuel 
used. 
Specifications of a prop are 
given ih te rm s 
of diameter 
and pitch. 
Diameter 
i s 
determined 
simply by m easu rin g the dia­ 
meter of 
a 
circle fouhd by 
the tips of th e blades. 
Pitch is th e 
distance the 
prop moves th e boat during 
one complete revolution. 
Your 
o u tb o ard 
prop 
will 
collect a 
lo t 
of 
nicks 
and 
dents in th e course of opera­ 
tion. Nicks an d dents on the 
leading edges of th e blades re­ 
sult when th e wheel strikes 
rocks, logs an d other debris 
These d en ts an d nicks may 
appear to be m inor, but they 
can have a pronounced effect 
on both m o to r and boat per­ 
formance. Y ou’ll get excessive 
vibration and noise. 
And th ere have been cases 
where a badly damaged prop 
has 
vibrated 
fittings 
loose 
from both b o a t 
and motor. 
Even very sm all 
nicks 
and 
dents can cause excessive mo­ 
tor wear.
